HISTORIC NOTES. 

Miaot’s Light and the Great Storm. 
Canons letters and pamphlets for the 
Library. 

For whom was the Cohasset ledge called 
Minot's named? The question came up 
with the finding of an exceedingly rare 
pamphlet on "The Great April Gale and 
the destruction of the Lighthouse nt 
Minot's Lodge". A quaint old woodcut 
appears on the first page, showing the 
open Iron tower being overwhelmed by 
the sea The last page show a the sea the 
morning after, covered with wreckage, 
dead animals and general debt is. Ibis 
pamphlet was published by George Bel- 
lows of Boston and sold for six cents In 
1851. 

This famous gale of April 15th was one 
of the most terrltlc storms which ever 
spent Its fury on the New England coast, 
a howling northeaster, bringing disaster 
all along the shore. The story of tho 
loss of the newly erected lighthouse is vi- 
vidly told and the author gathered several 
pages of items concerning the damage in 
and around Boston In the vicinity oT 
the Boston markets, he relates, the water 
stood over two feet deep in all cellars. 
All the Boston wharves were damaged 
and the harbor filled with wrecked and 
stranded craft. The Old Colony railroad 
tracks as far as Neponset were practically 
destroyed and the draw over the Nepon- 
set river swept away. We) mouth had its 
share of trouble, especially that new mar- 
vel of engineering, the railroad cut, which 
was tilled with water. Harrison square 
suffered more than any other section. On 
Thursday morning Mr. Joshua Bennett 
keeper of the Light arrived in Boston and 
reported that the two men left at the 
Light were undoubtedly drowned. The 
light was last seen burning at eleven 
o'clock Wednesday night the 14th. 

In reading this old pamphlet, every 
word of which is interesting, the question 
was raised as to the name Minot. Very 
diligent search by antiquarians in and out 
of Boston, including Dr. Oliver II. Ilowe 
of Cohasset, Capt. Charles l)oten of Ply- 
mouth, with Mr. M. E. Hawks’ kind help, 
shows little to solve the problem. In 
Bigelow’s Narrative history of Cohasset, 
a most delightful book, there is the mea- 
gre information that the ledge was probe- 
bly named for a man named Minot who 
was lost there. This was in early Colon- 
ial days and the matter will probably have 
to remain with this answer. In the old 
Gen. Lincoln house in Hiugham is Wash- 
ington's commission to Gen. Lincoln as 
Comir Issloner of buoys, lighthouses, bea- 
cons, etc., tu Mass, bay but the name of 
Minot's ledge long antedated this and w as 
so described. 

To the Library also goes a presentation 
copy of the Liberty Bell with the inscrip- 
tion “To George Fordyce Fifleld, with 
best wishes from Caroline Weston, Fan- 
euil hall, Dec. 28th 1845.” This was at 
one of the great Anti-Slavery rallies In 
Boston, where the Weymouth workers 
came out in force. Iu the book is preser- 
ved a handsome card with seals and the 
autograph of Gtorge Thompson the noted 
English anti-slavery orator who sent it to 
Mrs. Fifleld In 1 h3<5. 

Two or three Weymouth letters are also 
interesting: one to Dr. Noah Fifleld by 
the first Dr. Waller Chauulng of Harvard 
Medical school w ith Loudou introductions 
for the young Dr. William in 1864. An- 
other from Mr F. A Kingsbury in 1852, 
notifying the young William F'iibhl that 
he had been appointed delegate from Wey 
mouth to the F'ree Soil State Convention 
iu Worcester, Mass. and again a letter to 
Mrs llauuah F'itiehl, from the celebrated 
Joseph Hulchlusou at Dedham begging 
for her aid at au anti-slavery meeting at 
the Dorchester Village chinch in 1K4I 
This last is iu print and one of the most 
fervent and moving pleas from the pen of 
Mr. Hutchinson. These old letters are 
wortli preserving as part of Weymouth's 
history.

Selectmen’* Basinets and Other Depart- 
meats of Work and Expenditures. 

The Civil Service Commission recom- 
mend the appointment of Charles W 
Baker as a permanent man on the night 
patrol service he having passed success- 
fully two trial terms of six tin nths each. 

Mrs. M. F. Burrell, widow of the late 
Richard Burrell, through her council, 
Charles G. Swbii enters a suit of $5,000 
against the town for dam ges received on 
l’inc street by reason, alleged, of a defec- 
tive side drain to the road. 

The State Highway commission ask the 
town to become responsible for one third 
of $530 extra expense in working one of 
the bridges on the Washington street Im- 
provement. 

Hearing on the Increased fares as pro- 
posed by the Bay State St. R. Co. are sus- 
pended for the present and will be resum- 
ed at the rooms of the Public Service 
commission, Beacon street, Boston, Feb. 
I, 1910. 

The Selectmen are In receipt from A. P. 
Worthen, town counsel of bearing in re- 
gard to adjustment of expenses in the 
Charles River Basin. 

Boston und Cambridge being the large 
beneficiaries it is claimed by Lynn on one 
end of the Metropollton Park district and 
Weymouth on the other that Boston aud 
Cambridge should be the largest contribu- 
tors to the support of the “Basin”. 

Voted that Euglueer Whiting and Supt- 
erintendent of Streets Maynard adjust 
with contractor Armington all expenses 
pertaluing to additional side walk work.

ECCENTRIC NORTH RIVER. 

Curious Pranks of a Tortuous New 
England Stream. 

Westerners tell of the queer behavior 
and changes of course indulged in by 
the Missouri river, and Texans aver 
that for pure cussed ness nnd general 
fickleness no stream of water can ap- 
proach tlie It io Grande. There Is, how- 
ever, a stream in New England where- 
of the rest of tlie country hears little 
and which should in Justice he accord- 
ed a place In the list of queer behaving 
bodies of water. 

Tills Is llie North river in Massachu- 
setts. It has Its source In a pond near 
Hanson, whence It proceeds in a tortu- 
ous course to the sea at Scituatc. Now, 
the distance by air line from Hanson to 
Scituatc Is only ten miles, hut by the 
North river It Is forty. 

New Englanders aver that when the 
tide Is coming in the North river runs 
upstream, and not only that, hut the 
upper part of it, which Is fresh water, 
also runs up. Thus this queer stream 
presents the strange spectacle of a 
fresh water river proceeding uphill. 

The North river’s claim to eccentric-' 
ity is not, however, limited to this fact. 
It Is so crooked that It doubles on itself. 
At one spot near Hanover this river, by 
accomplishing three loops, moves to- 
ward the sea for a distance of only 
fifty feet and wanders about for a dis- 
tance of about fifteen miles iu doing it. 

In November, 1808, the North river 
got very cantankerous. It moved its 
mouth three miles to the northward, 
thus making a present to the town of 
Marshfield of a deep harbor. In so do- 
ing it killed three men and converted 
many thousand acres of good meadow 
land into a suit marsh. 

Historically the North river is or note 
as being the scene of the last Indian 
raid on the coast settlements. — Phila- 
delphia Record.

Polities was miming high in Paris. 
A candidate was speaking to nn audi- 
ence. inveighing ngalnst the dema- 
gogues who. he asserted, were cor 
ruptlng the masses. “Money,” liesnld. 
“Is flowing like water. There is n man j 
in this audience who I know has re- 
ceived It H * francs for his vote. .Inst 
think of it— 100 francs for the surren- 
der «»f (lie invaluable privilege he en- 
joys under the republic of expressing 
his wish In national affairs!" 

After the meeting the speaker, Victor! 
Dnrmix, was sitting in a restaurant on 
the Iloulevard des Itallens with a con 
pie of friends, partaking of a supper. ! 
lie was just raising a glass of wine to 
Ills lips when a man stepped up to him 
and said: 

"M. I»aroux, I am the hearer of a 
message to you from my friend mJ 
Charlier. lit* demands a retraction 
from you in tomorrow morning’s Jour- 
nals of your accusation In your speech 
this evening that he has sold Ills vote. 
In ease you refuse"— 

Daroux, who was staring In wonder 
at the speaker, broke In— 

"Why does M. Charlier assume that 
I referred to him in my remarks?" 

"Because you looked directly at him 
when you made the accusation.” 

Daroux was deliberating wlint to do 
in the matter when a waiter approach- 
ed and Informed him that a gentleman 
in another part of the room desired to 
speak to him privately. Excusing him- 
self, Daroux went to tills newcomer. 

“M. Daroux," said the man, "I repre- 
sent M. Arnoux. lie demands an im 
mediate retraction of your accusation 
made tills evening that lie lias sold his 
vote for 100 francs." 

Daroux was tempted to laugh, but 
the speaker was so serious that lie re- 
frained. 

"Why does M. Arnoux assume that 1 
referred to him in my remarks?" lie 
asked. 

“Because you were looking directly 
at him." 

Daroux was silent n few moments, 
then said: 

“And if I refuse to retract?" 

“In that ease M. Arnoux expects that 
you will give him the satisfaction due 
from one gentleman who lias wrong 
fully accused another. " 

"Let me have your address,” said 
Daroux. “I will send an early reply." 

Returning to ids table, Daroux re- 
ceived the same announcement from 
M. < 'burner's friend of wlint was i*x- 
|K*e(ed in ease of a refusal to retract 
and called also for Ills address. The 
man had scarcely gone when a third 
came and demanded a retraction for 
M. Blanc for the same offense and re- 
ceived the same answer as the others. 

"It seems," said Daroux to ills 
friends, “that if a guilty conscience 
counts for anything there lias been a 
good deal of vote selling.’’ 

During the next half hour three more 
men demanded a retraction of M. Da- 
roux for accusing them of selling tlicir 
votes, and the uccuser, after beiug iu 
formed that a refusal would Du fob j 
lowed by a challenge, called for the; 
party's address and promised to send 
an early reply. 

"It does not seem so remarkable," 
said Daroux after the lust man had 
been disposed of, “that so many men 1 
1 have sold their votes, but that the price 
in each case should have been a liun- 
' dred francs, I had heard before ris- 
ing to speak that 10,000 francs hud 
been distributed among certain lntlu- 
! ential voters, but I did not know t lit’ t 
a hundred francs was the current price 1 
paid. I fancied that some one of the 
! persons bribed might lie In the meet- 
ing, and it occurred to me to lire an 
1 effective shot by making a pointed ac- 
I cusalioii. It seems that I have killed 
half a dozen birds with a single stone." 

These words were spoken to friends 
j who were with Daroux when the ava- 
lanche of demands for retraction fell 
upon Dim. One of the party suggest- 
i ed that if the matter were properly 
handled sullicieut capital might be 
made out of it to win the election. 
Daroux was running for the corps lcg- 
j islatif. but his opponent was so luvish 
i with money that he had no hope of be- 
! lug elected. However, those gentle- 
men now gathered about him ut the 
restuuraut were shrewd politicians, and 
they set themselves to find a method of 
procedure by which the incident at 
home might be used to turn the scale 
in his favor. 

It was decided to stave off the mat- 
ter till the day before the election, 
which was to take place iu four days. 
The day after the demands for satis- 
faction were made no reply was sent. 
The second day each one of the con- 
science stricken men received word 
that M. Daroux refused to retract. A 
reply to ids refusal was returned by 
each one of the six men accused in the 
shape of u challenge to mortal combat. 

Daroux chose six seconds to repre- 
sent him. and since, being the chul 
i'-nged party, lie was entitled to cbolee 
of weuitous, time and place of meeting 
he instructed each second in accepting 
the challenge to choose foils, t> • appoint 
the time at lo o’clock on the morning 
before the election and the place the 
Place dc la Concorde. 

Every challenger was struck with 
amazement that so pul die a place 
should have been chosen fftr the meet- 


ing. "I cannot seo," said M. Charlier, 
"how he expects to tnnke capital out 
of so great publicity, lie lias made an 
accusation which Is thrown back In bis 
teeth, and lie must answer for it tin 
der tlie code. Surely there Is no ad 
vantage in tills." M. Arnoux was much 
puzzled nt t lie choice of place of meet- 
ing, nml M. Blanc who, by t lie bye. had 
distributed the money used to buy 
votes began to fear that some game 
was to lie played. Nevertheless lie did 
not see how lie could do anything to 
prevent It. 

At n quarter to i<> on the morning up 
pointed for the tight M. Daroux, sur 
rounded by Ids six seconds and a sur 
gcon. appeared in the Place de la Con 
corde, near the base of the obelisk. 
Paris was quite alive at that hour, and 
many persons were passing and repass- 
ing. Seeing the party at the foot of 
the obelisk, the seconds with foils uu 
tier tlicir arms, the surgeons with their 
boxes of instruments, persons stopped 
to learn what it all meant, (Irndually 
a crowd collected, and the word was 
passed from one to another that then* 
was to l*e a duel. 

“Can you tell me," asked one of an- 
other, "who that distinguished looking 
man is. with Ids arms folded, wait- 
ing?" 

“That, monsieur, Is M. Victor Da- 
roux, candidate for election tomorrow 
for the corps leglslotif." 

"And why so many attendants?" 

“That I do not know; 1 am waiting 
lo find out." 

At the moment a carriage drove up. 
and M. Arnoux, attended by ids sec- 
ond and a surgeon, alighted. lie seem 
ed quite chagrined at seeing t Do crowd, 
but It had been not entirely unexpect- 
ed. lie supposed that Daroux was In 
tending to make a display of Ills skill 
and lira very oil t Do eve of t Do election. 
Arnoux, seeing that no one of the other 
party made any advance to begin the 
light, said: 

"Pardon me. gentlemen. If we are 
to fight so publicly it may lie well to 
begin at once and have it over with." 

“There Is another alicnd of you, mon- 
sieur." replied one of Daroux’s sec- 
onds. 

"Another! What other?" 

‘‘One who took M. Daroux's accusa- 
tions to himself." 

Arnoux winced. 

Another carriage rolled up, and an- 
other challenger alighted. Ho. too. 
was delayed, and before the cause of 
Ills delay could lie explained to him 
four other defenders of tlicir honor ar 
lived iu quick succession. The crowd 
by this time luid swelled nml was iu a 
fever beat of expectation. No one un 
derstood why so many men, each at- 
tended by a second hearing foils, 
should continue to pour in. It happen- 
ed that M. Charlier. who was the first 
challenger, arrived last. As soon as he 
came M. Daroux's second begged tlie 
crowd to make room, since tlie duel 
was about to begin. The other five 
challengers protested, and tlie crowd 
began to hoot and yell, at tlie same 
time pressing the duelists so closely 
that there was no room for the fray. 
Finally some one of t Do crowd yelled: 
“What’s it all about?" 

“It’s n put up job!" cried one of tlie 
bystanders. 

"There's half a dozen of 'em picking 
on one!" shouted another. 

"There’s ail advertising dodge in it 
somewhere. Wait and see," was a 
tlilrd person's explanation. 

"Here comes a gendarme!’’ 

Meanwhile Daroux stood silent with 
folded arms, the only person whose 
dignified appearance commanded re- 
spect. When tlie gendarme arrived 
Daroux said something to Dim in a low 
tone, to which the ofllcer assented. 

Then M. Daroux, raising his band 
impose alienee, made an explanation. 
He began by telling of hearing on good 
authority that a large sum was being 
used to land lift political opponent in 
office and of Ids having made a blind 
charge. Then lie told how each of six 
different men in the audience had tak- 
en tlie accusation to Himself and de 
immded a retraction or satisfaction. 

"And now, my friends," continued 
tin* speaker, “I am here to back my 
words. I have accused none of these J 
gentlemen. They have accused them- 
selves. For we all know that a guilty | 
conscience needs no accuser." 

The men who hail couic to light Da 
rdi \ got away as fast as they could, j 
amid tin* Jeers of the crowd. Daroux 
entered Ids carriage with his attend 
ants and drove across the Seine to the 
legislative building on tlie oilier bank, 
attended by an enormous crowd. There 
lie alighted and made a political speech, 
In which lie told tlie story to a multi- 
tude of voters. 

Every evening paper in Fails hail an 
iccount of the affair, ami tlie cafes 
were filled wit D persons laughing at 
the way Daroux hud exposed the cor- 
ruption of ids opponents. That uiglit 
lie spoke to an immense concourse, 
who demanded again ami again to hear 
the story from Ids own lips. 

Tlie journals tlie next morning all 
published editorials upon the low grade 
to which Paris politics had sunk uud 
the iniquity of using money at elec- 
tions. During the day Daroux drove 
from one polling place to unotber and 
wherever he appeared was greeted 
with shouts of applause mixed will) 
laughter at the way lie Dad turned the 
tables on his opponents. 

Before 0 o'clock at night it was 
known all over Paris that Daroux laid 
been elected, and wbeu the pa|»ers 
came out tlie next morning they an 
nounced a landslide in his favor. 

W'liat became of the six self accusers 
was never known. They got away 
from under the limelight as quickly as 
possible, and on the day after the elec 
lion not one of them was to be found 
in Paris. Daroux was urged to pro- 
•ccd against them for bribery, but. 
.'nee the only evidence against them 
uas wbut they had themselves furuisli- 
<d. no at. lion was ever taken in the 
matter.

The correct way of preparing tea 
is to take the freshly drawn water at 
the first boll, scald the teapot, then 
add tea a teaspoonful for each person 
and one for the pot; cover with the 
water, then let stand five minutes, add 
enough water to serve, allow It to 
stand a minute then pour. 

If you desire to make the tea with 
a tea ball It may then be served of 
required strength to suit the individ- 
ual taste. A pretty pitcher of hot wa- 
ter Is another requisite, as well as a 
howl to empty the tea for a fresh 
cup. Tea served In a moderate quan- 
tity. not too strong, Is a fatigue re- 
mover as well as a nerve soother. 
Serve cream rather than milk as it 
makes a great difference In the flavor. 
Those who enjoy Russian tea with 
the lemon will take a clove or two. A 
pretty way to add flavor as well as 
sugar is to rub the cubes of sugar 
over orange or lemon rinds to absorb 
the volatile oils.

CHRISTMAS IN NAVT

served Aboard Ship. 


Not Much Work ts Done — Athletle 
Sports, Traditional Dinner and 
Eveninfl Entertainment Fea- 
tures of Occasion. 

N OWHERE In all the world Is the 
"spirit of Christ mas" entered In 
to more whole heartedly than on 
board the ships til the United States 
navy. 

Observance of this chief of nil na 
ttonal holidays varies, of course. In 
form with the location of tho (loot at 
the time. 

Into each of tho continental "home 
ports" (headquarters of certain Indl 
vidunl vessels) tho hlg grny monsters 
come dropping In by twos nnd throos 
till. In New York and Philadelphia 
and Norfolk and Frisco, It looks nl 
most like a naval review. According 
to long established custom, they are 
there to glvo the hoys in blue a run 
on tho bench ("liberty, " ns they cal. 
It in tho service), nnd every man Jack 
who Is not actually undergoing pun- 
ishment Is allowed nnd encouraged to 
take his look at tho bright lights— go 
homo on lenvo or uptown for fun or 
anything olio ho likes ns long ns his 
money lasts but away from tho ship 
In any event. This custom applies 
not alono to tho enlisted men, but to 
tho officers ns well and, when Christ- 
mas morning dnwtis In n home port, 
there are not likely to bo many more 
persons on bonru any man-o’-war than 
tho regulations call for In the mini- 
mum. 

The few "Bhlpkcepers" cannot, un- 
der such circumstances, make a very 
successful effort toward merriment, 
Renr Admiral Samuel McGowan writes 
in the National Monthly, but what 
they ln«k in numbors they Invariably 
make up in other ways, one of these 
ways being tho complete satisfaction 
of the inner man. 

Abroad and at sea, though, it is al- 
together different. Every soul on

board, from the usually sedate flag 
officer and the more or less unap- 
proachable first lieutenant, down to 
‘‘Jimmy-legs'’ and the ship's cook and 
tho messenger boy, voluntarily consti- 
tutes himself a committee of one to 
see the tiling through in "old navy” 
fashion, and oven King Neptune, when 
he comes on board on "crossing the 
line” to douse every hayseed and 
landlubber, has a formidable rival In 
the "spirit of Christmas.” 

It matters not much whether the 
ship be anchored off Vera Cruz or 
plowing through tho Pacific ocean, 
the distance from homo and friends 
makeB it Incumbent on all to do their 
level best to make at least a bravo try 
for “Merry Christmas." 

Routine drills are entirely suspend- 
ed; and, except for cleaning Bhip 
(cleanliness in flic navy being deemed 
not only akin to, hut actually neck 
and neck with godliness itself), not a 
lick of avoidable work Is allowed to 
be done by anybody. 

"All hands” are called, to be Bure, on 
scheduled time, lint many more men 
than usual are allowed to "sleep In," 
and, after the tiniest minimum of 
tidying up, preparations for the day's 
festivities are gotten under wuy. 

There is a varied athletic program 
that begins in the forenoon, and after 
an hour or so .off for dinner at mid- 
day, continues well along toward sun- 
set. Sailors are taught to be thorough. 
So they go at their potato races und 
pie-eating contests und tugs of war 
and jumping contests with the same 
fervor thyt they show when trying for 
u 13 inch turret gun record or stamp- 
ing out a Caribbean revolution. There 
is no luck of Interest. That can be de- 
pended on. And when cull is sounded 
they ure a tired lot. 

Toward sunset the various contests 
have been completed (or not unusu- 
ally called off "on account ot dark- 
ness," as the baseball people say), 
and, after an early supper, a stage is 
rigged up on the quarter deck ami the 
crowning event of the entire celebra- 
tion is on. Sometimes it is a minstrel 
show, another time u vaudeville per- 
formunee but without exception there 
is plenty of music und near music, und 
no such entertainment would lie com- 
plete without the inevitable uml inim- 
itable cakewalk. Some of the impro- 
vised costumes are fearfully and won- 
derfully made Rut they ure strikiug 
and, for tho most part, very appropri- 
ate, while the pirouetting and gyrating 
of the cakewalkers themselves are 
well worth seeing Tho program is a 
long one. but interest never lags tor 
a moment for American sailors ure 
just as thorough at play us they art 
white at work.

No Celebration by John Quincy Adama 
Because He Regarded Religious 
Festival as a Foolish 
Extravagance. 


A CCORDING to history the only 
president of the United Statos 
who did not celebrate Christmas 
(because he regarded it as a foolish 
extravagance) vps John Quincy Ad- 
ams, “the most economical man 
known in public life.” 

Mrs. John Adams, the wife of the 
second president of the United States, 
hud u most discouraging time trying 
to make merry in the White House 
during the Christmas holidays. (She 
was the lirst wife of a president to 
celebrate Christmas in the executive 
mansion in Washington, for the presi- 
dent and Mrs. Washington were al- 
ways at Mount Vernon for the holi- 
days.) She had no dominating sense 
of economy, hut it vans the White 
House itself that was shabby, and a 
Christmas reception given to the mem- 
bers of congress by the president 
proved, from her point of view, to be 
s ghastly failure. 

President Jefferson was a widower 
with four daughters, and during his 
second administration Martha, the eld- 
est, was the head of her father’s 
household, and made Christmas the 
happy and festive occasion it was de- 
signed to be from that time when the 
star stood still above the manger in 
Bethlehem. 

There were trees, and decorations, 
and all sorts of entertainments for the 
children of the official families, as well 
as gifts for the poor of the capital. 

Although the Madisons did not 
spend ail of their Christmases in the 
White House, on account of the little 
historical interruption by the British, 
when they occupied other quarters fof 
a time, the brilliant Dolly managed a 
record for holiday hospitality and 
merrymaking that has never been sur- 
passed. 

When Andrew Jackson cane to the 
White House he was bowed and bro- 
ken by the death of bis wife and de- 
pressed by political animosities. He 
had neither heart nor the slightest in- 
clination for holiday celebration®, yet 
he pulled himself together at Christ- 
mas time, and saw to it that the day 
meant something happy to those in 
the White House.

OUST CLOUDS OF ALASKA. 

Volcano Ashes Make the Hills Appaar 
to Be Snow Clad. 

As we upi*vi>nclu*tl Kiullak strnngo 
dark clouds were ween obscuring the 
horizon at several points, one of which 
was so heavy anil black that it resetn 
bled smoke from a great forest fire 
Captain Jensen startled ns by explain 
lng Hint litis was dust blown by tlie 
stilT breezes from tlie lofty hills nil 
n bout us These hills seemed coveted 
with stum, but the whitish deposit 
proved to lie ashes rained down sev- 
eral feet deep up m all lids section dur 
lng the eruption of Mount Knttnnl in 
June. liH'J Knttnnl Is still smoking. 

The sun looked like it dull silver dol 
Inr as It shone through the ashy mist 
The dust cloud was so thick that It 
held our steamer up for four hours 
until Hie way was dear. Passing your 
hand over tlie rail of tlie boat, you 
found your lingers streaked with (lie 
impalpable gray powder. When wo 
landed at Kadiak we found idles of 
soft gray ashes and large and small 
pieces of light, friable stone, like pum- 
ice stone, which had been thrown out 
by the volcano. The explosion of tlie 
volcano was hoard lit Valdez. 400 miles 
away from Kadiak, and Bounded like 
a cannonading. It was followed by a 
deposit of fine ashes In Valdez. 

In Kodiak tlie ashes covered every 1 
tiling. They half buried Colonel Bind 
gett's big cannery on tlie dock and put 
him temporarily out of business. They 
completely filled up a pond four feet 
deep which lind been tlie skating re- 
sort for many yenrs of the children of 
Kodiak.— John A. Slelchcr in Leslie's. 

CORE OF THE EARTH. 

Its Form a Mystery, but the Globe, at a 
Whole, Is as Rigid as Stesl. 

The theory t lint the crust of the earth 
is only a few miles in thickness nnd 
rests upon an intensely heated molten 
Interior is no longer tenable. It Is now 
known that tlie earth, as n whole, pos 
sesses n high degree of effective rigid- 
ity, ns great as if it were composed 
throughout of steel. It is no doubt 
true that the interior of the earth is in 
an intensely heated condition nnd that 
it appears to possess some of the qual- 
ities of a fluid. At the same time it 
behaves in many respects as a solid. 

Professor Milne concludes from tlie 
velocities of seismic wnves at different 
depths that tlie materials and genernl 
characters of tlie crust of the earth 
that are found nt the surface mny cx- 
1 tend to a depth of about thirty miles, 
but beyond that the material seems to 
merge into a fairly homogeneous nu- 
cleus. This state probably extends to 
a depth of six-tenths of the radius, hut 
tlie remaining four-tenths form a core 
which differs in its physical nnd possi- 
bly its chemical constitution from the 
outer portion. What the state of this 
nucleus is must lie a matter largely of , 
conjecture until we have a fullei 
knowledge of the state of matter when 
subjected to the vast pressure such as 
exists within tlie earth's interior. 

Additional evidence that the earth, ns 
a whole, is at least as rigid as steel is 
furnished by a study of tidal plienome- j 
nn and also by the variation of latitude. 
—St. Louis Post-Ldspateh. 

Squaring the Circle. 

The origin of tlie problem squnrlng 
the circle is almost lost in the mists of 
antiquity, hut there is a record of an 
attempted quadrature in Egypt 50U 
years before the exodus of the Jews. 
There is also a claim, according to 
Hone, that the problem was solved by 
a discovery of Hippocrates, the geom- 
etrician of Chios— not tins physician— 
500 B. C. Now, the efforts of Hippoc- 
rates were devoted toward converting 
n circle into a crescent, beenuse lie had 
found that (lie area of a figure pro- 
duced by drawing two perpendiculai 
radiuses in a circle is exactly equal to 
the triangle formed by the line of junc- 
tion. This is tlie famous theorem of 
the "lunes of Hippocrates" and is, like 
gluuber salt out of the philosopher’* 
stone, an example of the useful results 
which sometimes follow a search foi 
the unattainable. 

A Bearded Freak. 

One of the earliest of the American 
bearded freaks was Ixiuls Jasper, who 
lived in southern Virginia at about 
tlie time of the close of the Revolution- 
ary war. ills heard was nine and a 
half feet long und correspondingly 
thick and heavy. He could take his 
mustache between his fingers und ex- 
tend Ids arms to their full length, and 
still the ends of the mustache were , 
jver u foot beyond his Auger lips.

Their Distances. 

While lecturing recently to mi nuill 
once of children nt the Itoynl institu- 
tion, London. Professor II. II. Turner 
expin Incd how astronomers measure the 
distances id' t lie sun. moon and stnrs 

Tlie Import'ince of ii sipilnt was ex- 
plained with t lie n id of n mutch and n 
cigar. Putting ilie cigar In his mouth 
and lighting i lie mutch, he told them it 
was by su'.iiniing that lie Judged tin* 
distance at which lo hold it. 

Then, taking another cigar, which 
was about twelve Inches in length, ho 
explained how in i hat ease It was not 
necessary to sipiim so much, as the 
point of distance lo he measured by the 
eyes was further away. 

This was done to illustrate tin* fact 
that, just as the brain calculates the 
distances of tilings seen by means of 
ilie angle of the sipiim. so astronomers 
tell ilie di'i.mce of the stars by reckon 
Ing the amount of "sipdnt" Involved 
when looking at them. 

Two teles -o|k»s are placed apart at an 
exactly measured distance. The natron 
oilier then looks through tho two lei 
(-scopes at « lit* same time and, Inning 
got them to tin* angle at which he can 
see the particular star. Just reckons up 
tin* amount of "sipiint" and reels It off 
In millions of miles. — Huston Herald.

FOOD FOR THE YOUNG CHILD, 


Thero Is great need that mothers 
study the feeding of the baity, as sta 

tis ua that 

^ foods into the diet 

of a child is a change worthy of 
thoughtful consideration. Children 
should be fed according to their 
weight, age and development. Solid 
foods should be introduced gradually 
after one year of age in a normal baby. 

A cereal well cooked, an egg cooked 
and mixed with bread crumbs or milk, 
or gruel, making one meal a day. See 
that tlie baby feeds slowly and masti- 
cates well Habits of right eating may 
be formed now which will go with him 
through life. Fresh bread should 
never be given. Cut in squares and 
baked until brown then served in 
milk is a good dish and one children 
like. Add a pinch of salt but no sugar 
to such dishes. Milk and cream 
should be used plentifully. 

An hour before or an hour after 
feeding u tablespoonful or two of or- 
ange juice, pineapple juice, strained 
apple sauce or mashed pulp of prunes 
may be given. 

Vegetables are now a necessity. Po- 
tatoes thoroughly bakc-d. and served 
with butter or cream. Asparagus tips, 
spinach and carrots crushed fine and 
well seasoned with salt and butter 

Only one vegetable daily until the 
age of two is readied. Meats should 
be given but sparingly; a tablespoon- 
ful of scraped rare beef may be mixed 
with the baby's potato or a bit of beef- 
steak gravy may be put on it Up to 
three years but little meat is giveu. 
and it should always be finely cut.

The man who forces ids dairy cows to 
drink the water of filthy sloughs or stag- 
nant pools may not kill Ids cows, hut may 
kill those who use the milk, butter or 
| cheese. 

There are three crops w ith which a be. 
ginner may specialize, as they lit well into 
a rotative scheme and are always in good 
demand. These are early cabbage, early 
potatoes and late celery. In making a 
garden raise two ot more crops in one 
season these products should lie consid- 
ered. 

The average successful farmer derives 
profit from many sources. He raises 
grain, lias a small orchard, keeps a few- 
dairy cows, and raises colts, calves and 
pigs. He would like to breed some good 
sheep, were it not for the night-prowling 
dogs of the neighborhood. 

The pigeon business is no different from 
any other. Failure after failure follows 
merchantile effort. Failure comes to the 
man who attempts industrial enterprise; 
failure comes to the professional man 
who doesn't know how, who fails to get 
the right start. 

Nothing succeeds like success, and suc- 
cess never just happens. Cut out the 
lucky theory. Every result is brought 
about by conditions, and conditions are 
what you make them. 

Green feeds for poultry contain only a 
small percentage of actual food nutri. 
mints, but ar.t important because of their 
succulence and hulk, which lighten the 


gruln rations and a-slst in keeping the 
birds In good condition. The potiltryman 
should s-enre a snlllelent supply of such 
feed- to la-i through the winter months 
in sections where growing green feeds 
can not be obtained. 

If we judge the value of manure by Its 
nitrogen, pho-pliorus and potassium con- 
tent, averaging 10, 5 ami 10 pound* per 
ton, respectively, it would have a market 
value of about 82. Hunt this Is not snlll- 
cicnt data on which to base it value, as it 
gives no credit to Its physical Hnd bacteri- 
ological properties, which are about ns 
important as the chemical in all but muck 
soils. A ton of manure will carry about 
500 pounds of organic matter will lend lo 
make more plant food available when it 
di cays in the soil. 


At tills time of the year practically all tli 
heavy work on the farms has been Mulshed 
and with the approach of winter horses 
are more or less Idle Since Idle hors s 
give no return in labor performed, the 
frilling should be as economical as possi- 
ble, and proper care should be taki u of 
the animals in order that, they may lie in 
the beat possible condition for work in 
the early spring. 

Both cranberries and currants have 
stood without injury the extremes of h w 
temperature ami drying winds which pre- 
vail in the norther region. These fruits, 
therefore, need no protection against t bi- 
coid or winds of winter. Somethin s, 
however, in regions having a heavy mi iw- 
f all, branches of the currant nrc broken 
down by the weight of snow and sleet 
Tills danger may lie easily avoided by 
drawing the branches together and tying 
thorn with coarse string. The tying mm 
be done at any time after the leaves full, 
but It is better to do this about the t inu- 
tile ground begins to freeze. 


In the golden days, when the American 
farmer produced for a local market ami 
bought in a local market under conditions 
largely determined by local needs; when 
crops were staple and methods of pro- 
duction were standardized there was little 
need for extended credit. Each crop paid 
the way for the next, and store credit 
was scfllcleut for the farmer’s needs. 
Nowadays all this is changed; the com- 
mercial farmer today produces Ids crops 
under conditions that nre all'ected by 
world conditions. He sells in a market 
that is tlxed by nailoiial and international 
conditions, and he buys under conditions 
similarly llxed.

ANIMAL DISCIPLINE 


Wild Beasts Obey a Sort of Code 
of Military Tactics. 

BABOONS AS REAL SOLDIERS. 

They Post Sentries at Night and When 
Feeding and Have Front and Rear 
Guards When on the March — A Wild 
Horse Company In Battle Array. 

lu these days of general interest lti 
tilings military it is interesting to 
know that certain nnltnnls nre gov- 
erned by wlisit appear to bo almost 
military regulations. Among animals 
only the gregarious, of course, show 
qualities of louderslilp anil discipline. 

Wild horses obey their lender more 
implicitly than any soldiers, however 
well disciplined. Mustangs are wary, 
dltlii-nlt to approach and almost Im- 
, possible to capture, owing to Hie devo- 
tion with which they follow their lead- 
er and to a eiulo of signals that they 
never disregard. 

A short, shrill neigh is a command to i 
tlee; u long drawn, far carrying neigh - 
is the rallying call when the herd Is 
scattered; a sipical orders the stallions 
to stand ready to tight off dangerous 
beasts, and a wild snort Indicates the 
sight or scent of man. The snort of a 
| mustang can tie heard half a mile or 
more. 

Certain movements are also impor- 
tant as signals. At the lirst hint of 
danger the horse that detects it throws 
his head and tail high in t he air, stands 
1 motionless anil gazes fixedly in the di- 
rection from which he anticipates trou- 
ble. Usually that is enough to put the 
entire herd on the alert. Should the 
enemy prove to be hears, wolves or 
any foe against which the drove can 
defend Itself the "signal horse” dashes 
forward, prancing from side to side, 

! rearing and striking the ground. Should 
their most dreaded enemy, man, lie ap- 
proaching the horse will circle far In 
toward the main body, and as he turns 
for one last look he will snort out a 
trumpet-liko blast. Then with a rush, 
a roar and a clatter of hoofs the entire 
herd Is gone — the leader In front, the 
stallions in the rear, the colts in the 
middle. 

Even old, well trained work horses 
when turned out to pasture will gener- 
ally select a leader and he governed by 
him. The herd commander may he an 
old and gentle mure or the wildest and 
wariest horse of the drove. In the lat- 
ter cuse the herd often becomes almost 
, as difficult to handle as so many wild 
j horses, whereas the old mare will keep 
her drove in the most tractable eondi- 
| tlon. 

The peccaries of Mexico have a bat- 
tle cry that Is never disobeyed— a short, 
vicious squeal, quickly repeated and 
kept up without ceasing. That noise 
drives the little beasts frantic, all with- 
in hearing rush to get into the fray, ' 
i and nothing short of death stops their 
charge. If the hunter does not shoot 
his peccary so dead that It cannot emit 
a single dying squeal his only safety 
lies in Instant flight. 

The peccary has also a note t tint 
sounds the retreat. It Is a grunt some- 
thing like the "Woof, woof, woof!” of 
a hear as he dashes away from danger. 
An American guide who lives in So- 
nora, In Mexico, can imitate that note 
i and says that he cun stampede a gang 
I of the brutes at will with It. 

The Imboons of Africa probably 
have the best military regulations of 
j any of the animals. While they are 
feeding in a dangerous place they set 
j sentries on every side — big, wise, vet- I 
er«n baboons that sit perfectly quiet I 
and keep a vigilant watch. At a sharp ' 
hark of warning from one of these 
outposts every ape ceases his oecu- | 
put Ion, even the babies hush tlielr cries 
1 on the instunt. At another bark all 
| may resume work or play, or ngaln, 
the second note may carry a different 
message; then the leader gives an or- j 
der, and all retreat rapidly to the > 
denser parts of the forest. 

When traveling these erentures have ! 
i both a front and a rear guard. A half 
' dozen powerful apes scout well In 
front of the main body, now Inspecting 
the woods from the ground, now climb- 
ing to the tops of the tallest trees. If 
; the traveler comes on u tribe of bn- 
] boons he usually sees only one of the 
scouts, which bures his teeth savagely, 
i harks once and Is gone. Farther away 
the hunter may observe the whipping 
of brunches, as the rest of the tribe 
retreat so rapidly that no man can 
overtake them. Should the observer 
happen upon the rear guurd, he will 
observe that they behave differently 
I from the scouts. Not silent or cautious, 
they constantly give quick, sharp com- 
mands, now angrily chiding some lag- 
ging youngster or giving another u slap 
und a bite. 

As fur us we know the baboons are 
the only apes or other uulinals tliut 
post a sentry at night. Commonly 
they sleep in caves among the cliffs, 
and when all have retired to rest you 
may he sure that one of their number 
will he wide awake, sitting on some 
exposed rock or other point of vuntage, 
from which he cun see hi every direc- 
tion. Not even the leopard, the most 
determined foe of the baboon, dares to 
uttuck them at night unless lie can 
surprise u ml kill the sentry. When at- 
tacked they will tight in defense of 
their families until the lust “man" is 
dead.— Youth's Companion

SEASONABLE DI8HES. 

Oysters nro now on the market, and 
though expensive for a dally diet will 
be most welcome ns an 
occasional dish. 

Poached Oyeteri on 
the Half Shell.— B tter 
as many scallop si 9lls 
as there aro individuals 
to serve; put Into each 
shell six oysters with 
their own liquor, sprin- 
kle with salt and pop- 
per, paprika. tomato 
catchup and a drop or two of tabasco 
sauce. Put a few bits of butter here 
and there on the oysters and set the 
shells in a dripping pan, then into a 
hot oven. Serve as soon as the oy- 
sters look plump and the edges are 
curled. Toast points or brown bread 
and butter sandwiches will be good 
to serve with these. Set the shells on 
paper doilies on plates to serve. 

Baked Whlteflah, Oyater Sauce.— 
Split the fish and lay open with the 
Bkin-side down. Season with salt and 
pepper, and place in a baking pan on 
a bed of diced pork. Bake in a quick 
oven, brushing It over once or twice 
with beaten egg and milk while cook- 
ing. Just before serving cover with 
buttered crumbs and bake until 
brown. Serve with oyster sauce. 

Oyater Sauce. — Parboil a cupful of 
oysters In their own liquor, drain off 
this liquor into a cup and fill the cup 
with cream. Make of this a white 
sauce, season well with salt, pepper 
and celery salt, pouring a little of 
this over the fish, send the remain- 
der to the table in a bowl to be served 
with it. 

Creamed Fish Flakes on Toast. — 

Melt two tablespoonfuls of butter, add 
two of flour and mix well, then add 
a cupful of milk and a few dashes of 
red pepper. Add a can of fish flakes 
and let stand over the heat while 
toast is being prepared. Butter crisp 
rounds of toast an/,1 dip the edges in 
boiling water, then pour over the fish 
sauce. 

Some experts like fried oysters 
dipped in milk to prepare them, 
rather than in egg and crumbs. Dip

AN ESCAPE 
AT SEA 

A Yankee Prisoner Takes 
to the Water 

By WILLARD BLAKEMAN 


In the autumn of 1014 when the Oer 
ninn eniisert* were destroying British 
commerce on the high sens .luck Mars 
ton. nn American boy, was tin or- 
tllnnry senmnn n board .the English ship 
Sen mill.

He was In Portland 
one day and, finding the Sen Clull tliere 
and about to make a trip to Valparaiso 
and return, concluded to sign for the 
voyage. 

One morning when the Sea Gull was 
not a hundred miles from the port of 
her destination her captain espied on 
her port quarter a war vessel too far 
distant to make out to what nation 
she belonged. Ho was not long In 
doubt, for the ship headed for the Sea 
Oull, and when she came near enough 
the Oernian tlag was seen llylng from 
her stern. She proved to he the Em- 
den, one of the most remarkable of 
the commerce destroying cruisers of 
that period. 

The Sen Oull being defenseless, her 
captain anil crew realized that her 
stilling days were ended. They wen- 
taken aboard tlie Emden, and tlieli 
ship was seal tied and sunk. That 
Jack Mnrston was a United States 
citizen was n<> especial advantage to 
him, for, being a member of the crew 
of a British ship, he was subject to the 
same terms as the others. However, 
there was nothing to tie done with the 
captives until the Eindcn’s commander 
Could find some way of getting rid of 
them, and they were all kept aboard 
the Emden. They were considered 
prisoners of war, lint not placed in eon 
flneinent. Indeed, there were crews 
of two other captured ships aboard, 
besides a number of passengers. 

Jack had not shipped to lie kept 
aboard a German cruiser, darting hith- 
er and thither hunting for the mer- 
chant marine of Germany's enemies, 
and was much disgruntled.

Pifinty of Vigorous Outdoor Exercise 
Will Help Digestive Organs As- 
■ imilate Food — Better Than 
Doctors Prescription.

S O MANY people habitually feel 
more or less out-of-sorts for the 
tew days following Christmas that 
Christmas ailments have come to be 
recognized as a necessary aftermath 
of the festivities. 

Of course, the children will always 
overeat themselves; it they were not 
allowed to cat all sorts of indigestible 
things, they would feel they were be- 
ing cheated out of half the Joy of the 
gay Christmas season. As a matter of 
fact, it is not the children at all who 
make up the hulk of sufferers from 
Christmas complaints. It is the grown- 
ups who. simply through carelessly 
neglecting to subscribe to one simple 
rule of health, frequently find them- 
selves more or less unhappy inside, 
and more tired and run down physical- 
ly at the end of the Christmas holi- 
days than before them. 

Of course, children do overeat them- 
selves morn often than grown people. 
They rejoice, however, in the posses- 
sion of powers of recuperation which 
grown-ups, even in the prime of life, 
can only look back on with envy. Too. 
much plum pudding, too many sau- 
sages with turkey, too many sweets 
between meals, may bring on a sharp 
digestive upscA but in a few hours all 
traces of it have disappeared, and the 
one-time sufferer is soon eager for 
more of the rieli foods which caused 
him pain. 

With grown people, after-Christmas 
ailments are not so much due to indis- 
criminate eating of indigestible foods 
as to an utter neglect of any precau- 
tions to adapt their systems to the 
new conditions which reign during the 
Christmas holidays. 

Take the case of the average father 
of a family who leaves all oflice work 
behind. U*>w does the change affect 
him? In the first plhce, the dull mo- 
notony of his days is broken in upon 
and his brain can relax from the high 
pressure of the office. This much, of 
course, is a change in the right direc- 
tion. All work and no play makes 
Jack a dull boy physically as well as 
mentally. At the same time, however, 
staying at home has drawbacks of its 
own, for it means less exercise, which 
in its turn should suggest a cutting 
down of the food supplied to the body. 

Too much food and too little exer- 
tion are almost certain to upset the di 
gestion and clog up the various organs 
whose duty it is to separate the waste 
matters from the good in the food we 
oat and rid the body of those poison 
ous products. 

The remedy is perfectly simple. 
There is no need to stint yourself of 
the good things of the table. Eat, 
drink and be merry, within fair mod- 
eration. of course. However, you must 
help your digestive organs by tnking 
plenty of vigorous outdoor exercise. 

A two hours’ walk before the mid- 
day meal, a round of golf or some oth- 
er outdoor game with the children in 
midafternoon, and a brisk two-mlle 
walk in the half-hour before the eve- 
ning meal will be found worth more 
than any amount of doctor’s prescrip- 
tions directed towards relieving Uie 
first symptoms of biliousness, the 
mental irritability, disturbed sleep, 
sour taste in the mouth, loss of appe- 
tite, etc., which are such a common 
aftermath of the Christmas holidays.

It has been found gold nuggets un-

Gold is known to have grown on 
i mine timbers which have long been 
i immersed in mine water. In tlu* Cali- 
fornia state mining bureau museum 
' there Is a specimen of a piece of 
; jointed cap and post token from the 
Comstock lode, where it had been 
under water for years. Gold had form- 
ed In the joints and pores of the wood. 
Gold is constantly being formed In 
rocks and veins anil placers. Just 
what It Is that the baby gold forma- 
tion feeds on Is not known. If it were 
a new and wonderfully lucrative In- 
dustry might be born. 

As In the case of the animal or vege- 
table. existing gold lias existed In 
some other state before assuming Its 
present form. Waters which seep the 
earth's crust are said to contain sub- 
stance from which gold Is formed.

It has boon claimed that the nug- 
gets found in placers are formed from 
tin* waters that percolate through the 
gravels and not from decomposed 
quartz, its generally supposed. Those 
who so contend cite the fact that ln 
the center of nuggets a small grain 
of Iron Hand can often lie found. This 
was tin* nucleus around which the cur 
rent of electricity created or deposited 
gold from the substance ln the waters, 
just as It is deposited In electro plat- | 
ing.

Soon iil'tor tlu> breaking out of tlu i 
no at w orld's war 1 left my home to < 
pi abroad to engage in lied Cross 
work. spending nearly a year in that 1 
“en ice. Shortly before returning fot 
recuperation for 1 was entirely lit- 1 
cai'icilatid I stopped one day to rest 
in tbe cottage of a peasant. The only ' 
o' u pa i ■ t was a young woman about 
twenty-two years of age, whom I took ' 
for a maiden. She was dressed in 
.what mourning sin* could afford, which 
was not much. She told me that she 1 
wore it for a lover. 

Two photographs hung side by side 
on the wall.

"No. madiimc: lie loves Ilenri as 
much as I.” 

Hearing a stamping on t lie floor he- 
liintl. i turned and saw a man with a j 
j wooden support for a missing leg. 

"Tills is my husband.” said the wo- 
man. "Hi* will tell you why we both , 
love one who loved me. Tell her. Vie- 
; tor.” 

She placed a chair in position for tin* 
poor fellow, who had evidently not 
I long been without his missing leg; ar- 
i ranged bis underpinning so that it 
would give him the least discomfort, 
tilled a pipe with tobacco and poured 
out it glass of red wine for him.

(Jure 
through the horrible surroundings, 
when 1 was stumbling over dead and 
wounded, the din of lO.bon thunder 
storms beating on my eardrums, I 
caught sight of Henri. His eves wen* 
momentarily fixed on me as if fearful 
that 1 would never cojiu* out of the 
tempest ulivc. 

"We followed tin- retreating foe too 
fast for the rest of the Hue. and a 
number of us were eut off.

'Flti'ii the enemy charged nisei 
onr men. and down came the bodies of 
those who were shot white crossing i 
tlu* trench, burying ns under a pile of 
dead and wounded. 

"To lie tints crushed wits no liettei 
than to inhale a noxious gas. and. 
struggling against our covering, we 
reached a point where we could look 
about us. Tlu* gas had been blown to ; 
our own trem-hes and had been fo| 
lowed by a bayonet charge of the eu 
emy, who had been thinned to noth 
bigness by rapid fire guns. 

" 'l,ct us run for it.* I said to my 
churn. 

“'No.' replied Henri. 'We would j 
never make our lines. Do you see I lie 
enemy tumbling into those trenches not 
a hundred yards from us? We would 
have to run the gantlet of their rilles i 
lad us slay where we are for the pres, 
cut.

And who can tell how many 
such aac rl tires worthy of angels have 
occurred in that war where the (lend 
reigned supreme? Well may we won 
der liow it ran come about t Da t the 
manhood of many nations is going 
down Into tlie earth, and for what? 
Who knows? 

The aeijualntanee I hint formed, the 
story I had heard, seemed to me a tit 
climax to my ministrations to war vic- 
tims. I left the couple with Dut one 
comfort that it the man must go mu 
tllutcd through life there was one to 
give him a happiness that |s*rha|»s 
would balance Ids misfortune in Idd 
ling them go' dby 1 breathed a praye- 
for that "federation of the world 
i wiii'ii will puss judgment on the nu 
I lions' quarrels instead of leaving them 
to be settled as they have bed settled 
since the world began.
